Look back Just one year if 
you seek confirmation. 
- The tributes paid to Clapper'os soon as his 
death was announced pre perhaps the best 
criterion of the spot he held In our national 
life. Said Secretary oI State Cordell Hull: "I 
was privileged to know Mr. Clapper as a 
friend over a long period of years and held 
him In the highest esteem. He was one of our 

'most eminent and distinguished Journalists 

;who earned the confidence and respect of the 
American people." 

, Said Elmer Davis, director ol tho'^olflce ol 
war Information: "Raymond Clapper's death 
'.is a loss to the whole nation. He was a great 
■reporter, a man of Integrity. His death exem- 
'pllfles the high courage of the men who are 
bringing the American people the news from 
-the battletront." 

■ When Cinpper'a death was announced from 
the floor of both the house and the senate, 
Democratic Leader Alben W. Barkloy told 
■hla colleagues: "He died as a soldier. He was 
;I3j0t only a great reporter but al.so a great 
■?;iCOimnentator on public events — a keen and 
fair analyst," 

The acting Republican leader, Sen. Wallace
